County Waiting for ‘83 Budget

County commissioners 
have a big millage decision 
to make before Oct. 12 but 
they’ll have to work out the 
1983 county budget first. 

Anew truth in taxation law 
will roll back millage rates 
to offset an increase in 
S.E.V. values unless the 
commissioners decide the 
county needs part or all of 
the increased revenues. 


The commissioners will 
prepare the ‘83 budget to see 
how much money the county 
will need before deciding 
about the increased 
revenues, 

Neighboring Roscommon 
County is proposing to cut .2 


mills off their millage rate of 
4.4 mills. If Roscommon 
County doesn’t reduce its 
millage rate they'll collect 
about $1.4 million more in 
taxes this year because of 
increased S.E.V. values and 
new property on tax rolls. 
Even if they reduce the 
millage rate by the proposed 
.2 mills, Roscommon County 
will still collect about $71,000 
more in taxes this year. 


Crawford County could 
collect about $124,000 more 
this year if they levy the 
same 7.75 mills as last year. 

The county levies 6.5 for 
operation, a senior citizen 
center millage is .5 mills, 
and a public transit millage 


is .75 mills. 

Out of the $124,000 more 
that could be collected if the 
same millage rates are used, 
the county would receive 
$104,600, the senior citizen 
center $8,000, and public 
transit $12,000. 


The county has to hold a 
public hearing about the in- 
creased revenues and then 
the commissioners have to 
decide what to do about the 
increases before October 12 
when millage rates must be 
set, 

If the commissioners do 
not hold a public hearing, the 
new law will roll back 
millage rates. The county 
millage will drop from 6.5

mills to 6.015, a loss of .485 
mills. The senior citizen 
millage will drop from .5 to 
.4627, a joss of .0373 mills. 
The public transit millage 
will drop from .75 to .694, a 
loss of .0560. 

The county com- 
missioners, after holding a 
public hearing, can decide to 
use part or all of the in- 
creased revenues. They can 
not, however, levy more 
than the amount proposed 
and discussed at the public 
hearing. 

Because of new property 
on the tax rolls, the county 
would still collect about 
$28,000 more this year even if 
the millage is rolled back to 
6.015. 


Stealth Key to ‘Scouting Ahead”?

Camp Grayling-They have 
one of the most dangerous 
jobs in the modern Army, 
glamourized by such 
programs as “Rat Patrol.” 
They are the infantry scouts, 
working alone or in small 
groups to atte:apt to in- 
filtrate the enemy to gather 
information. 

‘These men have one of 
the most exposed jobs in the 
Army,” said Capt. George 
Figula, Assistant  Intelli- 
gence Officer for the 73D In- 
fantry Brigade (Separate), 
Ohio Army National Guard, 
presently training at Camp 
Grayling. Since — scouts 
usually report their findings 
to the intelligence section of 
a command, the Brigade In- 
telligence Section is respon- 
sible for their training.

During annual training, all 
three scout platoons within 
the Brigade, involving ap- 
proximately 15 vehicles and 
50 men, are evaluated. Ob- 
servers grade the platoons’ 
responses when confronted 
with a problem. Like most 
Army testing, the 
evaluations are considered 
either a ‘‘go” or a ‘‘no-go”’ 
with little room for error, 
“Ideally, the scouis move in- 
to an area until they make 
contact with the enemy, 
gather whatever  infor- 
mation they can, then get 
out, preferably unnoticed by 
the enemy,” Figula said. 

The Brigade scouts travel 


in three-man teams in quar- 
terton jeeps, usually in 
groups of two vehicles for 
added protection. The lead 
vehicle checks for the enemy 
while the second provides 
covering fire should the first 
“make contact.’’ When in- 
formation is required 
quickly or a shortage of 
manpower forces a scout to 
work alone, the tension level 
increases dramatically, ac- 
cording to Figula. ‘Scouts 
learn to work as a team and 
rely upon each other for 
protection. When they have 
to go out alone, they have 
reason to be nervous.” 

Other than their jeeps and 
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ON THE ALERT...Waiting for something to happen is sometimes the hardest thing to 


weapons, the only other 
piece of equipment the 
scouts use is a radio to coor- 
dinate their attempts to 
locate the enemy and report 
back their findings. The 
radios may also be their key 
to survival if they are 
discovered. ‘‘The 
must depend upon their 
radios to call in artillery or 
air support if they need to 
pull back in a hurry. When 
the enemy is hot on your tail, 
the glamour falis away fast. 
It comes down to using every 
skill and trick in the book 
they’ve learned not only to 
complete their mission but 
also to survive.”

Schools Open 
With New Look

Crawford AuSable schools will open their 
doors to students next Wednesday morning with 
a far different look than they had last year. 

In September of 1981, Frederic Elementary 
was closed down, the schools let go 36 employees, 
and classroom sizes soared to as many as 45 at 
the high school. 


Turmoil prevailed during 1981. Three 


. Millage battles were fought in June, August, and 


December. Debate over funding athletics was 
hot and heavy one night in a filled high school 
auditorium. Frederic residents were bitter and 
frustrated their elementary students had to be 
bussed to Grayling while their school building 
sat unused. Bus routes were reduced upsetting 
several parents. School board meetings were 
verbal shoot-outs. 

The difference between 1982 and 1981 is com- 
parable to the difference between a cultivated 
rose and a skunk cabbage plant. 

Frederic Elementary is open again, most 
school employees have been hired back, and 
classroom sizes have been reduced. A seven- 
period day - allowing for more class offerings - is 
back at the middle school and high school. Extra- 
curricular activities will be funded and fall spor- 
ts already have their funding set, half from the 
schools and half from alternate sources. 

In addition, other changes will give the 
schools a new look. 

A new computer center and video-tape 
equipment - donated by the Weyerhaeuser Foun- 
dation - await students this fall as well as a new 
superintendent and high school principal. Kent 
Reynolds moved from his GHS principal to take 
over the superintendent duties. Carl Naghtin has 
been hired as the new GHS principal. 

The changes for 1982 started with the passing 
of a three-year millage renewal in June. Now, in- 
stead of lay-off lists and program cuts, school 
board members say they will be working mainly 
with curriculum matters.

County Protests 
Proposed Mental 
Health Closing

County commissioners 
went on record last Thurs- 
day aS unanimously op- 
posing a proposed closing of 
the Grayling North Central 
Mental Health Clinic. 

An expected 10 percent 
cutback in state funds for 
mental health starting in Oc- 
tober prompted a proposal 
by North Central Director 
Anton Colasacco to close the 
Grayling office leaving a 
Houghton Lake office to ser- 
vice the area. 

Commissioners object to 
the proposal because they 
feel Grayling will suffer 
more than 4 10 percent cut in 
services. The clinic recently 
had two full-time therapeu- 
tists, one part-time 
therapeutist, and a part-time 
psychiatrist. The two full- 
time therapeutists were 
handling 40 to 100 clients and 
Sheriff Joe White, whose 
department uses their ser- 
vices often for inmates, said 
they were working their 
heads off keeping up with the 
heavy caseload. 

Beverly Cuthbert, Craw- 
ford Co, Dept. of Social Ser- 


vices Director, said the 
county can’t afford to lose 
the mental heaith services 
during these hard economic 
times. 

“We need the services 
more than ever now,” she 
said at the Thursday board 
meeting. ‘‘We all realize we 
have to bite the bullet during 
state and federai cutbacks, 
but let’s do it equally.” 

North Central is looking 
toward Grayling for the cut- 
backs because they claim 
Grayling delivers fewer 


direct contact hours with 
‘clients than its other offices 


giving Grayling a higher ex- 


‘pense cost for services 


provided. 

Tom Shavalia, a thera- 
peutist at the Grayling office 
since 1980, says that claim is 
wrong. He also said the 
proposal to close the 
Grayling office could hurt 
mental health clients here. 

One plans calls for a 
Houghton Lake therapeutist 
to drive here to see clients by 
appointment only at an of- 
fice possibly located at 
Grayling Mercy Hospital.

Lower rates indicate in- 
vestor confidence in a school 
system and its ability to pay 
its bills on time. The Craw- 
ford AuSable district will be 
paying less this school year 
on interest costs because of 
the low rate. 

Last year the school 
district paid a 12.8887 in- 
terest rate on a loan of $1.4 
million. The interest costs 
amounted to $120,295. The 
district expects to pay only 
$76,612 this year - a reduction 


of about $43,000.

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The joint House/Senate Appro- 
priations Committees will be forced 
to take action almost immediately 
on a $150-million budget cutting 
executive order when the Legisla- 
ture returns to Lansing for its fall 
session beginning August 30, 

Governor William G. Milliken, in 
announcing the necessity of an ad- 
ditional budget cut, said another 
$150 million must be removed from 
the current year budget to allow the 
state to close its books with a balan- 
ced budget as required by the state 
‘constitution. 

- Additionally, Milliken said the 
1982-83 budget, which the Legisla- 
ture must write and have in place by 
October 1, will have to be reduced by 
another $75 million, bringing the 
general fund recommendation down 
to $4.6 billion, some $400 million 
below the original budget recom- 
mendations made by the executive 
office in January. 

- Although the figure of $150 
million is being tossed around, no 
‘specific cuts have been outlined, but 
‘budget officials say the total will be 
drawn from education financing and 
local revenue sharing allotments, 
because, they say, there is not 
enough left in departmental funds to 
cover the needed cost of the order. 

Deputy Management and Budget 
Director Douglas Roberts said it 
was undetermined yet what levels 
would be cut from the budgets for K- 
12, school aid, community colleges, 
higher education and local revenue 
sharing. 

Those cuts would have to be 

resolved between the Legislature 
and the executive office, he said. 
' Roberts said, however, that the 
department is not recommending 
the $150 million as deferrals into the 
next fiscal year, but recommending 
actual cuts. 

Further, to both maximize 
savings for the current year and bet- 
ter prepare for the 1982-83 fiscal 
year, the governor called on the 
department heads to impose ‘‘a 
strict freeze on hiring, except in 
cases where there is exceptional 
need.”’ 

Along with the cuts and hiring 
freeze, Roberts said the administra- 
tion will not call for any additional 

employee layoffs for the current

fiscal year. 

Layoffs coming so late in the year 
would be counter productive 
because the state would be com- 
pelled to pay workers both annual 
leave and unemployment insurance 
and not realize any savings, Roberts 
maintained. 

Milliken blamed the new executive 
order on continued stagnant auto 
sales, continued high interest rates 
and a continued drain on social ser- 
vices. 

Management and Budget repre- 
sentatives reported the Department 
of Social Services was facing an in- 
dividual deficit of between $60 and 


-$70 million and a supplemental ap- 


propriation probably would be 


. necessary to: get the department 


through the year. 

Roberts said the education areas 
were the only areas left the state 
could cut to balance the budget. 
Cutting departmental spending will 
not achieve the savings he said, 
“because there are no pots left in the 
departments.” 

A Milliken letter to department 
directors does not specifically say 
the hiring freeze must stay in effect 
through the 1982-83 fiscal year, but 
he does stress the need for a strict 
freeze for ‘“‘departments with em- 
ployees who have not reached any 
pay consessions for 1983. 

DMB officials said the hiring 
freeze was both to maintain savings 
in the current fiscal year and to bet- 
ter prepare the departments for 
1982-83, which Milliken notes looks 
to be ‘‘severely constrained.” 

Ted Ferris, director of the Senate 
Fiscal Agency which keeps tabs on 
state revenues and expenditures in- 
dependently of the executive office, 
also said it will be difficult to cut 
any additional funds from depar- 
tments. He noted that already the 
departments are being required to 
lapse to the general fund between 
$15 and $20 million. 

However, the $150 million cut 
could require eliminating almost the 
entire final payments due four-year 
colleges along with cutting in half 
payments due for community 
colleges, school aid and _local 
revenue sharing. 

Ferris reports about $243 million 
is left to be disbursed to those units.

There are several signs of 
the advancing state of sum- 
mer, North of the picnic 
area entrance along the 
County’s section of M-93, 
some of the maples are 
showing colors more in keep- 
ing with late September.

Down in the Tali Timber 
the Indian Pipes have been 
on the scene since mid-July 
which, if the season 
progresses in the fashion it 
has in years past when the 
Indian Pipes came early, 
means we can expect snow a 
bit earlier than usual. I hope 
not, but it seerns to work that 
way. 

Along the road sides and in 
open areas the Queen Anne’s 
Lace has been showing its 
white blossoms to the shor- 
tening days. Interestingly, 
the Latin name for this 
native weed of Asia is the 
same as that of the carrot 
growing in your garden. In 
fact, the much-valued carrot 
was developed from its wild 
carrot cousin. If you are in 
need of carrots for a stew 
when camping, dig up the 
roots of the Queen Anne’s 
Lace and use them as you 
would carrots. They add not 
only the usual carrot flavor 
but a spicy flavor as well. If 
you do not want them grow- 
ing on your property, do not 
let the plant come to fruit 
because the seeds persist in 
the soil for a long time.

Shavalia says most clients 
like the anonymity of the 
present location and 
wouldn’t want to go to a 
highly visible place such as 
the hospital and walk into an 
office with a mental health 
sign above it.

Some Crawford County of- 
ficials also feel the proposal 
to close the office could be 
part of a convenience move 
by the agency. With one of 
the full-time therapeutists 
resigning in August and 
Shavalia and a_ secretary 
resigning in Sept., the agen- 
cy will have to hire & train 
almost a whole new staff to 
continue operation in Gray- 
ling.
